ies in Europe closed, and hun¬ 
dreds of tli dus ands of federal 
workers sent home without 
pa,y, after dawn revealed the 
wreckage of America's latest 
paralyzing political crisis 
President Barack Dbama 
accused conservatives in the 
House of Representatives of 


"waging an "ideological cru¬ 
sade" by making government 
funding conditional on gut¬ 
ting lus health reform law. 

His top foe, House 
Speak er John E oelmer me an- 
whiie claimed Obama was 
pursuing a "scorched earth" 
policy by refusing to negoti¬ 
ate with Republicans, as the 
rhetoric hit new heights and 
hopes for a swift end to the 
standoff faded. 

The president was in feisty 
form at a White House event 
marking the rollout of a key 
p Dili on of Obamacare, which 
turned into an extended taunt 
at Republicans for failing Id 


halt implementation of the 
sweeping law. 

"This Republican shut¬ 
down did not have to happen 
-- I want every American to 
understand why it did hap¬ 
pen," Obama said 

"They have shut clown the 
government over an ideolog¬ 
ical crusade to deny afford¬ 
able healthcare to millions of 
Americans." 

It was the morning after 
on Capital Hill, where late 
night brinkmanship Monday 
sent America into its first 
government shutdown in 17 
years when the money ran 
out at midnight

Upper-crust 
British PM 
makes own 
bread 

MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
British Prime Minister 
David Cameron admitted 
Tuesday he dossnt know 
the price Df a loaf of bread - 
- because he bakes his own. 

British politicians are oc¬ 
casionally asked the price of 
basic household staples by 
the media to see how "in 
touch" they are with the rest 
of society, usually in a bid 
to trip them up. 

Cameron, 4b, who was 
educated at the elite Eton 
College and Oxford Univer¬ 
sity, said he did not buy the 
cheapest sliced supermarket 
loaf as he used an electric 
breadmaker and flour made 
in Ins wealthy constituency 
in southern England 

“You get some of that, 
beautifully milled in the 
Cotswolds, you pap that in 
your breadmaker. You set 
the timer overnight so when 
you wake up there is this 
wonderful smell wafting 
through your kitchen," he 
told London's LBC radio. 

"It takes 30 seconds to 
put in the ingredients." 

He said his three chil¬ 
dren "like my home-made 
bread". 

The presenter told him 
that the cost of a loaf of 
value supermarket bread is 
around 47 pence (76 cents, 
56 euro cents). 

Cameron, whose wife 
Samantha is the daughter of 
a baronet, is at his Conser¬ 
vative Party's annual con¬ 
ference m Manchester, 
northwest England, where 
he was due to make his 
keynote speech Wednesday. 

Michael Dugher, vice¬ 
chair of the apposition 
Labour Party said. "David 
Cameron is so out of touch 
he's almost a parody of him¬ 
self

that he doesn't buy a value 
loaf of bread. The only sur¬ 
prise is when he said 'I have 
a bread maker' -- most peo¬ 
ple will have assumed he 
had Ins own personal baker,

Israel ready to tackle nuclear Iran 'alone’: Netanyahu 



Obama slams Republicans

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Israel is ready to act alone to 
stop Iran making a nuclear 
bomb. Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu said Tues¬ 
day, m a warning against 
rushing into deals with 
Tehran's new leaders. 

Israel will not allow Iran 
to g et nu cl e ar we ap a ns If Is¬ 
rael is forced to stand alone, 
Israel will stand alone/ Ne¬ 
tanyahu told a UN summit, in 
an attack on overtures made 
by Iran's President Hass an 
Rouham. 

Netanyahu linked 

Rouham, who held a land¬ 
mark conversation with US 
President Barack Obama 
while in New York 1 ast week, 
to past attacks blamed an 
Iran 

"He foaled the w r orld 
once Now he thinks he can 


fool it again You see, 
Rouham thinks he can have 
his yellow cake and eat it 
too," Netanyahu said, de¬ 
manding sanctions pressure 
he maintained 

Last year Netanyahu used 
a cartoon drawing of a bomb 
to illustrate Ins warning at the 
UN that Iran was close to the 
nuclear bomb threshold -- 
symbolized a red line he 
scrawled on the diagram. 

There were no similar the¬ 
atrics tins time, but Iran im¬ 
mediately warned Netanyahu 
against making a "miscalcu¬ 
lation" by launching an at¬ 
tack It also renewed its 
denial that it seeks a nuclear 
bomb.

"As dangerous as a nu¬ 
clear-armed North Korea is, 
it pales m comp an son to the 
danger of a nuclear-armed 
Iran," he said. 

"Anud ear-armed Iran in the 
Middle East wouldn't be an¬ 
other North Korea -- it would 
be another 50 North Koreas " 

North Korea, which like 
Iran faces wide-ranging UN 
sanctions over its nuclear 
program, is believed to have 
several nuclear bombs and to 
have shared technology with 
Iran.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pape Fracas outlined plans for 
reform of the Church to make 
it less “Vatican-centric" on 
Tuesday as he met with top 
cardinals tasked with helping 
him overhaul the 2,00 0-year- 
old institution. 

In his strongest censure af 
the intrigue-filled Vatican 
world yet, the Argentine pon¬ 
tiff condemned “leprosy" in 
the Vatican and called far a 
less hierarchical Church struc¬ 
tured "horizontally" 

"Leaders of the Church 
have often been Narcissuses, 
gratified and sickemngly ex¬ 
cited by their courtiers The 
court is the leprosy of die pa- 
p acy," Francis said in an inter¬ 
view with Italian left-wing 
daily La Repuhblica 

The comments came as the 
pope, who has become known 
for his humble style, met with 
a group of eight cardinals he 
has called to advise him on re¬ 
forming the Vatican adminis¬ 
tration and bettering 
communication with local 
churches. 

Francis has already taken 
several significant steps to 


tackle one of the Vatican's 
most high-profile problems 
die scandal-plagued bank 

In June he set up a pontifi¬ 
cal commission to analyse the 
bank and propose ways to re¬ 
form it, and an Tuesday it pub - 
lished its accounts for die first 
dine in a new dnve for trans¬ 
parency 

A report in the Com ere 
della Sera daily said the bank 
was shutting 900 accounts as 
part of an internal audit, in¬ 
cluding ones deemed suspi¬ 
cious belonging to diplomats 
from the embassies to die Holy 
See of Indonesia, Iran, Iraq and 
Syria. 

The unique advisory board 
of cardinals meeting on Tues¬ 
day — an innovation in Church 
government -- is holding 
closed dear talks far three days 
and is expected to address a 
range of problems 

These could include further 
financial reform, the role of 
women m the Church and 
whether to soften institutional 
lines on issues such as the po¬ 
sition of divorced Catholics 
and homosexuality. 


It will also look at how to 
strengthen ties between the 
Vatican and local parishes, and 
place more focus on priests 
and their communities. 

The Holy See "is too Vati¬ 
can-centric", the pontiff said in 
the interview 

"It looks after the interests 
of the Vatican, which are for 
the most p art earthly interests 
Tins Vatic an-centric vision 
neglects the world that sur¬ 
rounds it," he said 

"I do not share tins vision 
and will da everything to 
change it 

"The Church is -- or must 
become once more -- a com¬ 
munity of the people of God, 
and the presbyter priests, vic¬ 
ars and bishops who cure souls 
are at the service of Ga d's peo¬ 
ple," he added 

The eight cardinals in the 
group come from Australia, 
Chile, the Democratic Repub¬ 
lic of Congo, Germany, Hon¬ 
duras, India, Italy and the 
United States 

"Tilts is the start of a 
Church structured just not ver¬ 
tically but horizontally as 


well," Francis said 

The cardinals "are not 
courtiers but wise men who 
share my same feelings," he 
added. 

Hie 7d-year-old said his 
focus lay on helping the 
Church engage better with the 
modem world - while also re¬ 
turning to its humble roots. 

"We have to open up to the 
future,' he said, recalling how 
the 1 9 b 2 -1 9 6 5 S econd Vati c an 
Council, which earned out 
large-scale reforms to update 
the Church 

Those who drew up the re¬ 
forms "knew that opening up 
to modern culture meant 
Christian unity and dialogue 


with non-believers." 

"Little was done to follow 
up on it 1 have the humility 
and ambition to want to do it," 
he added 

The pontiff recalled Ins 
namesake, St Francis of Assisi, 
who "longed for a poor Church 
that looked after others, ac¬ 
cepted monetary help and used 
it to help others with ud 
thought of itself." 

Hie first pope from Latin 
America also revealed that he 
had briefly thought about turn¬ 
ing d own th e papal n ominatio n 
after being elected by Ins fel¬ 
low cardinals at an historic 
conclave m the Sis hue Chapel 
m March.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new technique that coaxes an 
infertile woman's ovaries into 
producing eggs again has re¬ 
sulted in the birth of a baby in 
Japan, international scientists 
said Monday. 

A second woman has also 
become pregnant using the 
same method, according to the 
study in the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
a peer-reviewed US journal. 

Researchers caution that the 
technique is still in its early 
stages, but could offer hope for 
young women whose ovaries 
are no longer producing eggs. 

This condition, known as 
primary a van an insufficiency, 
affects about one percent of 
women and causes the ovaries 
to stop working before age 40 

Since these women enter 
menopause at a young age, egg 
donation is the only option if 
they want to attempt to cany a 
pregnancy 

The research took place in 
Japan and involved 27 women 
with primary ovanan insuffi¬ 
ciency Their average age was 37 

All had stopped menstruat¬ 
ing nearly seven years earlier 
on average, and all agreed to 
have both ovaries removed as 


part of die exp erunent. 

Of this group, 13 women 
were found to still have resid¬ 
ual follicles, which typically 
contain one immature egg 

Human females are bom 
with about 300,000 of these 
& lii cl es Most will remain dor¬ 
mant, but normally one follicle 
develops to maturity each 
month and releases an egg 

"Our treatment was able to 
awaken some a f the remaining 
primordial follicles and cause 
them to release eggs," said sen¬ 
ior author Aaron Hsueh, pro¬ 
fessor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity. 

The ovaries were dissected 
and treated with stimulant 
drugs to block a certain growth 
pathway, called FT EH that 
causes the follicles to stay dor¬ 
mant. 

Small pieces of the ovaries 
were then transplanted back 
into the women near their fal¬ 
lopian tubes. 

Eight of the 13 women 
showed signs of follicle 
growth, and were treated with 
hormones to stimulate ovula¬ 
tion 

From that group, five devel¬ 
oped mature eggs, which the 


researchers harvested for in 
vitro fertilisation using the 
sperm of the women's partners. 

One woman received two 
embryos and carried a single 
pregnancy to term, with the 
birth done by C-section since 
die fetus was in a breech posi¬ 
tion at 37 weeks. 

Le ad auth or Kazubro 
K awamura, asso ci ate a ro fe ss Dr 
of obstetrics and gynecology at 
the St. Marianna University 
School of Medicine in Japan, 
did the C-secti on bins elf 

"Although I believed, based 
an our previous research, that 
tbs m vitro activation (IVA) 
approach would work, 1 moni¬ 
tored the pregnancy closely 
end, when die baby was in a 
breech presentation I per¬ 
formed the Caesarean section 
myself" said Kawamura in a 
statement 

"I could nDt sleep the night 
before the operation, but when 
1 saw the healthy baby my 
anxiety turned to delight," be 
said. “The couple and I bugged 
each other in tears I hope that 
IVA will be able to help pa¬ 
tients with primary ovarian m- 
suffici ency throu glia ut the 
world " 

Of the other four women in 
the experiment, one is preg¬ 
nant, two are prep aring for em¬ 
bryo transfer Dr are undergoing 
additional egg collection, and 
one woman was implanted 
with an embryo but failed to 
become pregnant the re¬ 
searchers said. 

Alan Cop perm an, director 
of the division of reproductive 
endocrinology at Mt. Sinai 
Medical Center m New York, 
said he applauded the US- 
Japanese team's "novel ap¬ 
proach to an age-old problem." 

The researchers said they 
hope to investigate next 
whether the technique could 
help counteract other causes of 
infertility such as cancer treat¬ 
ment.

DUBAI (AFP) - Facebook an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that it has 5 6 
million active users in the

Half of these users returned 
to the website on a daily basis, 
Facebook regional chief 
Jonathan Labin told a news 
conference m Dubai, noting a 
significant increase m the 
number of people connecting 
from mobile devices 

"Every month, 56 million 
people are active on Facebook 
aero ss the M ENA region, with 
50 percent of those returning 
on a daily basis, 11 Facebook 
said in a statement. 

In total, "33 million people 
m MENA use a phone or tablet 
to access the service every 
month, while the number of 
daily active users on mobile 
has reached 15 million 

"People in the GCC (Gulf

Netherlands to legalise eu¬ 
thanasia in 3003. 

"He died in all serenity," 
said doctor Wim Distlemails, 
who told the daily Het Laatste 
Nieuws that he won permis¬ 
sion to be euthanised because 
: we could clearly say he was 
m unbearable psychological 
distress," 

Nathan was born Nancy into 
a family of three boys where 
he was rejected by par ents who 
had wanted another son, said 



the newspaper who spoke to 
him on the eve of lus death 

He underwent three opera¬ 
tions to change sex between 
3009 and 3D13 but felt uncom¬ 
fortable with lus body, saying 
he still had breasts and that his 
psms was "a failure" 

"The first time 1 saw myself 
in the mirror I felt an aversion 
for my new body," he said. “1 
had happy moments but in die 
end the balance tipped to the 
wrong side " 

Jacqueline Herremans, a 
member of the national eu¬ 
thanasia committee, told F.TL 
television that he had b een ex¬ 
amined by two doctors, includ¬ 
ing a psychiatrist, to make sure 
he was not suffering from a 
temporary depression. 

While there were only six 
cases of euthanasia recorded 
on psychological grounds in 
3004, there were 33 in 3011 
and 53 last year 

Euthanasia is currently legal 
only for tho se over 1S but par¬ 
liament is considering calls to 
legalise the euthanasia of mi¬ 
nors, so long as they are 
judged capable of deciding for 
themselves. 

Belgium recorded a record 
1,433 cases of euthanasia in 
3013, up 35 percent from the 
previous year. They repre¬ 
sented two percent of all 
deaths. 

There are strict conditions 
governing the act including 
that patients must be capable, 
conscious and have to give a 
"voluntary, considered and re¬ 
peated" request to die

Record sugar cane 
production expected 
in Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
An industry association said 
Tuesday it expected record 
sugar cane production in 
Brazil in 2013-14, with an 
ever-growing share going to 
ethanol output. 

Unica, which represents dD 
p erc ent o f the c ountry s su g ar 
cane producers and proces¬ 
sors, said the harvest in the 
main producing region in 
central-southern Brazil 
should total 537 million tans,, 
up 10.13 percent from the 
previous one. 

"Hus is going ta be a 
bumper crop. The sector is 
returning to normal after 
thre e ye ars d f maj a r turmoil T “ 
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Umca president Elizabeth Fa¬ 
rina told a press conference. 

The association said its 
members' mills should yield 
as much sugar as last year (34 
million tons) and signifi¬ 
cantly increase their auput of 
ethanol, a sugar-based bio¬ 
fuel. 

"Ethanol production is pro¬ 
jected to reach 25 billion 
liters, 17.21 percent more 
than the previous crop," 
Umca said. 

More than 54 percent of 
the sugar cane harvested this 
year should be earmarked for 
ethanol output, up from 50 
percent last year. 

Thanks Id growing invest¬ 
ments and mechanization, 
productivity has markedly 
improved, S3.7 tons of sugar 
cane per hectare, up from 
75.9 tons in 2013-13, it said. 

But heavy rains in recent 
months as well as frost in 
some growing areas affected 
the sugar concentration, 
which fell slightly compared 
with last year 

Brazil is the world's lead¬ 
ing sugar producer and the 
sugar cane sector directly em¬ 
ploys 1.2 million people out 
of a total population of more 
than 2DO million. 




Shutdown freezes US economic

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
flow of official US economic 
statistics choked up Tuesday, 
cut off by a partial government 
shutdown over a budget fight 

Data on the world's largest 
economy that economists, ana¬ 
lysts and financial markets 
watch closely have been put on 
hold after Congress failed to 
reach a budget compromise by 
tire Monday midnight deadline, 
leaving no operating cash for 
the new 2014 fiscal year that 
began Tuesday. 

That means especially that 
Friday’s jobs report for Sep¬ 
tember, which analysts await 
with great anticipation for 
signs of the economy's 
strength, and which the Federal 
Preserve studies to shape mdi¬ 
etary policy, could be nussmg 
m action.

A message on die phone at 
the C omul er ce D ep artm ent 
said “If you leave a message 
I'll be unable to respond until 
funding has been appropriated 
and the shutdown ends." 

The Labor Department's Eu- 
reau of Economic Analysis, 
which rep Dlls the nation's gross 
domestic product and the 
monthly trade balance, shut¬ 
tered its website 

"Due to the lapse in govern¬ 
ment funding, www.bea.gov 
will be unavailable until further 
notice. This includes access to 
all data and the e-File system " 
The Bureau of Labor Statis¬ 
tics (BLS), which issues the 
crucial jobs data normally on 
the first Friday of the month, 
said its website would not be 
updated due to die shutdown. 

“During the shutdown pe¬ 
riod E LS will not collect data 
issue reports, or respond to 


public inquiries. Updates to tire 
site will start again when the 
federal government resumes 
operations, - the BLS said 

Deutsche Bank analysts sad 
in a research note that there 
was a possibility that, if the 
government reopens allead of 
Friday, the BLS could try to put 
the j obs data out. 

If'not they said, the employ¬ 
ment report from private pay¬ 
rolls firm ADE due 
Wednesday will provide a sub¬ 
stitute for the BLS data on job 
creation. 

But without tire BLS numbers, 
"the traj ectory o f aggregate in¬ 
come growth (the product of 
workers, hours and wages) will 
remain largely unknown."

Media group 
accuses Venezuela 
of 'strangling' news¬ 
papers 


MIAMI (AFP) - A media 
rights w r atchdog accused the 
Venezuelan government Tues¬ 
day of financially strangling 
the country's newspapers by 
restricting their access to im¬ 
ports of supplies necessary for 
publication. 

The Inter American Press 
Association commented in the 
wake of a weekend announce¬ 
ment by El Impulse that it 
would be cutting bath the 
number of its pages and the use 
of color due to a lack of pro¬ 
duction materials. 

The editorial claimed that, 
despite 11 months of com¬ 
plaints, the paper has been un¬ 
able to get a government green 
light to gam access to foreign 
currency to buy essentials such 
as newsprint, ink and printing 
plates 

Instead, it faced 'official si¬ 
lence," according to the 
Miami-based IAPA. 

LAFAofficial Claudio Pao- 
lillo called the apparent devel¬ 
opment a "convenient double 
morality of the government of 
President Nicolas Maduro, a 


kind of programmed short¬ 
age." 

It was also a "crafty and 
hardly creative manner of si¬ 
lencing the independent and 
critical voices m the country," 
he added in a statement that ac¬ 
cused the government of "fi¬ 
nancially strangling" local 
newspapers 

Tight currency controls en¬ 
acted in 2003. make it tough to 
get dollars for international 
purchases. But last year the 
government made it even 
harder to get newsprint and 
other supplies not produced lo¬ 
cally by requiring them to get 
a special license. 

The result especially for 
small re gi onal n ew T sp ap ers, has 
been editions with fewer 
pages, a less frequent publish¬ 
ing schedule, or even no paper 
at all. 

In previous remarks last 
month, Paolillo -- who heads 
lAPA's press freedom commit¬ 
tee -- said the licenses "are 
contrary to die free flow of in¬ 
formation that should prevail 
in a democracy." 


New York City Opera to close 
after 70 years 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The New York City Opera said 
Tuesday it would close and 
start filing for bankruptcy after 
failing to secure a desperately 
needed $7 million through an 
emergency fund-raising ap¬ 
peal 

The city's second opera 
company, dubbed "the people's 
opera", opened its first season 
in 1944 and had set out to 
make the genre more accessi¬ 
ble and affordable to the 
masses. 

But the deadline an an 
emergency appeal expired at 
midnight on Monday with the 
company collecting only $2 
million of the $7 null ion it 
needed to keep its doors open. 

"New York City Opera did 
not achieve the goal of its 
emergency appeal," spokes¬ 
woman Risa Heller said in a 
statement. 

"Today, the board and man¬ 
agement will begin the neces¬ 
sary financial and operational 
steps to wind down the com¬ 
pany including initialing the 
Chapter 11 process," she 
added. 

The company's board de¬ 
cided last week to file for bank¬ 
ruptcy if the sum was not met, 
following enduring financial 
difficulty m recent years.
